1 4 cupfuls of 
molasses, a third of a cupful of vine- 
gar. one D-aspoonful of aoda, dissolved 
In the vinegar, a teaspoonful of cin­ 
namon. a teaspoonful of salt and a 
tahlespoouful of ginger. 
Mix with 
‘flour to roll. 
Melasses Coekies.—Heat In a sauce­ 
pan a cupful of shortening, a cupful 
of moIaAses and a cupful of tugar, add 
spices and flour enough to handle. 
Roil thin and cut. handling quickly. 
Lunch Cake.—Take 1 4 cupfuls of 
sugar, add a half cupful of softened 
butter, a cupful of milk, three cupfula 
of 
flour,

chopped raisins, well floured.

A Shabby .Royal Palac*. 


The Persian royal palace is a most 


unattractive place. The courts are fill- 
ed with painted figures of cast iron in a 
kind of operatic Romeo's costume, and 
with boys of gilt iron offering vermilion 
cups to giit eagles. The tanks nre stag- 
nant antl shabby, the gardens neglect- 
ed. The rooms are horrible even for 
one of those monuments of bad taste 
called royal palaces: the walls are cov- 
ered with mirrors, and a decoration 
made of small pieces of mirror set in 
elaborate patterns, the effect remind- 
ing one of a wedding cake.

DIVORCE IN EGYPT. 


Ninety Out of Every Hundred Mitinj* 


Thar* End Diiattrouily. 


There is one country ia the world, 


at least, where divorce li more fre- 
quent than in the United States. In 
Egypt 90 per cent of marriages end in 
divorce, says Elizabeth Cooper in her 
book, "The Harim and the Purdah," 
and it has been observed that two peo- 
ple who live to old nge together with- 
out une of them having b«en divorced 
arc rarely found. 


Divorce can be had for Incompati- 


bility by mutual consent, Mrs. Cooper 
says, without recours* t» the courts, 
but if the wife wishes to be free and 
the husband will not permit it the wo- 
man mar go before a judge and state 
her rase, and if her charges are proved 
she will be granted her petition. Often 
a woman will return her dourer or 
agree to forfeit the part act yet paid, 
and in many cases the wife makes a 
money payment to the araricloui hus- 
band in return for her liberty. 


Divorce Is easier for the Egyptian 


husband than for the wjfft. accenting 
to Mrs. Cooper, and following a di- 
vorce the woman Is commanded to re- 
main single three mourjjs. while the 
man may remarry immediately. 


The fishing parties usually stay out 


from ten days to three weeks. They 
carry ice with them. and. the moment 
the fish are taken from the hooks they 
are cleaned and put in the ice and 
kept there until they reach the cold 
storage plant. They ar» washed as 
soon as they are landed and shipped 
in cold storage cars direct to the mar- 
kets, or they may be lc«ft for some 
time before shipping.

l»e corrected if Die colony is to get the 
full honey c r o p . 
It Is puor beekeeping 
to haie weak colonies at the Itegiuning 
of the honet flow from which the sur­ 
plus c r o p is obtained. 
After briMiil rearing gets under way 
l ee- iie«y 1 three things room for heavy 
I.rood rearing, an abundame of -tore- 
and protection. 
A common error is to 
• ramp the colony by failing to provide 
empty cells for tile reception of eggs 
If in enrly spring the weather is suit- 
able and if nectar Is available the bees 
will add considerably to their hoards 
of honey, hut they use It so rapidly 
that If Is seldom that any gain In the 
-tures is ours even during fruit bloom 
However, site e the weather ¡a nm er- 
l.'iin at this season the beekeeper should 
not depend too nun h on incoming nec­ 
tar to supply tin* needs of his bees. 
If 
they are -hurt of stores feed a warm 
thick sirup made of granulated sugar 
and feed lavishly. 
*>n some warm day the hires should 
la* opened and given 11 spring house* 
cleaning. At tills time one wing of the 
piei’ii should be dipped so that when 
-wanning time romes -he cannot fly to 
the woods with the swarqi 
If any 
qiieenlesa colonies are discovered (hav­ 
ing rm broisli they should be united 
with colonies having queen-. This can 
l>e done simply by setting Die queen 
less colony on top. 
The stimulation to heavy brood rear­ 
ing should occupy six to eight week- 
previous to the surplus honey flow, and 
every beekeeper should know when 
that comes In his locality. 
If lie Is a 
beginner any beekeeper who Is older 
in the work can give him that informa 
D o n . If a colony lias a g o o d queen and 
plenty of empty c e l l s for egg laying, is 
well supplied with stores and is pro­ 
tected front cold and wind one may ex 
poet a colony which Is capable of -tor 
Ing the maximum crop. 
Having gone to all this trouble to get 
plenty of bees in the hire, the l>ee 
keeper w ill readily see that he should 
do everything in his |*»wer to prevent 
-warming. 
Swarming Just before or 
during the honey flow i- the greatest 
drawback to a good crop. Experienced 
beekeepers have worked out methods 
by which this can largely be prevented, 
.•uni every beekeeper should study thes* 
methods.

The duty of the beekeeper iu tlie 


s{>ri:i;r is lo set plenty of bees hi time 
for the honey flow. If this is not done 
his work is a failure. 
The population 


of the colony Is reduced during the 
winter, especialy where wintering con- 
ditions atv n.it tin- best, and this must 
l>e corrected if the colony-is to get the 
full honey crop. Jt is poor beekeepin 
to have weak colonies at the beginning 
of the honey flow from which the sur- 
plus crop is obtained. 


After brood rearing get* under way 


bees need three things—room for heavy 
brood retiring, an abundance of stores 
and protection. A common error is to 
'-ramp the colony by failing to provide 
••r.'ipir <•»!!;-- for t!;e rwcptlnn c? esjrs. 


If in early spring the weather is suit- 


able and if nectar is available the bees 
will add considerably to their hoards 
of honey, but they use it so rapidly 
i hat it is -seldom that any gain in the 
stores it-curs even during fruit bloom. 
However, since the weather is uncer- 
tain at this season the beekeeper should 
not depend too much on incoming nec- 
tar to supply the needs of his bees. If 
(liey are short of stores feed a warm 
thick sirup made of granulated sugar 
and fee.5 lavishly.

'•very beekeeper should know when 
that comes in his locality. If he is a 
beginner any beekeeper who is older 
in the work can give him that informa- 
tion. If a colony has a good queen and 
plenty of empty cells for egg laying, is 
well supplied with stores and is pro- 
tected from cold and wind one may ex- 
pect a colony which is capable of stor- 
ing the maximum crop. 


Having gone to nil this trouble to get 


plenty of bees in the hive, the bee- 
keeper will readily see that he should 
do everything in his power to preveut 
svvnrminjt. Swarming just before ot 
during the honey flow is the greatest 
drawback to n good crop. Experienced 
beekeepers have worked out methods 
by which this can largely be prevented, 
and every beekeeper should study these 
methods.
